To date extensive recruiting cam ­ 
paigns to attract women into in­ 
dustry have been unnecessary since 
they have entered the labor m arket 
as rapidly as 
they 
could be ab­ 
sorbed. W ithin the next six months, 
however, the demand for women 
workers 
will 
increase to a point 
whe:e recruiting drives may be nec­ 
essary in m any localities. 
A serious deterrent to maximum 
employment of women is the neces­ 
sity in m any plants of complete 
reorganization 
of 
operations; 
in 
many instances, am ounting to in­ 
stallation of new equipment. Em­ 
ployers are reluctant to m ake such 
changes until the supply of male 
workers Is completely exhausted. 
In addition, some plants do not 
have 
rest 
rooms 
to

women, and even when employers 
are willing to install such facilities, 
priorities for the necessary m ater­ 
ials are often unobtainable.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA. Sept 10.—Rome Is 
being attacked by the G erm an army, messages from the Italian capital 
indicated today as Allied headquarters announced that the American 
Fifth army had beaten down G erm an resistance In the Naples area and 
successfully established strong 
bridgeheads 
for 
the 
mop up of the 
peninsula. 
The messages from Rome indicated th at the gove.ninent of Prem ier 
M arshal Pietro Badoglio was sti'l in power in the capital, but th at the 
G erm ans were attem pting to take possession of the city of seven hills 
with the intention of setting up their own Italian puppet regime. 
T he Rome radio sent out word th at shells were falling on the city’s 
outskirts and th at it was bombed during the night. No announcem ent had 
been made here of a new Allied raid on Rome, and on the basis of in­ 
form ation available here no Allied troops had reached the Rome area. 
The Germ ans are known, however, to have troops In tire area north 
of Rome and a t other points outside the capital. 
(Dispatches from the Sw iss-Italian frontier said Nazi forces already 
had partly occupied the capital, refusing to consider it an open city. 
Swedish correspondents quoted authoritative G erm an sources in Berlin 
to the same effect. 
(A flNB broadcast from Berlin reported th a t La Spezla, Italian naval 
base in northern Italy on the west coast, also had been seized by German 
troops, as well as Genoa, Italy’s great northern port. 
The G erm ans also 
said they had taken over protection of the French riviera, formerly gar­ 
risoned by Italians.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS IN NORTH AFRICA, Sept 10—Naples, 
Italy's second greatest port and the heart of her southern comm unications 
system, appeared almost in the grasp of Gen. Dwight J3. Eisenhower today 
as Allied forces struck resounding blows by land, air and sea with the aim 
of ridding the peninsula of thp last living G erm an. 
Allied headquarters announced the initial groups of the American 
Fifth arm y of Lt Gen Mark W. Clark had smashed five G erm an counter­ 
attacks in beating down Germ an resistance in the Naples area and had 
established strong bridgeheads from which to push the assault toward 
their first great objective in the campaign. 
Americans and British troops then pushed inland, it was announced, 
encountering strong Germ an forces in the imm ediate vicinity of Salerno, 
20 miles south of Naples on the Gulf of Salerno They identified their 
opponents as tftr- 16th German armored division. 
Repulse of the sharp blows of the Nazis—aimed w ith characteristic 
dash to throw the Allied invaders ofl balance at a critical stage in opera­ 
tions—indicated th at Gen. Clark's warriors lmd weathered the first crisis 
of the bold campaign. 
Ventotene island, 25 miles outside the Bay of Nap’es and only 70 miles 
south of Rome, a dominating feature In front of the Gulf of G aeta, also 
had been seized. The Italian garrison surrendered, a headquarters com­ 
munique said. 
Under the guns of an Allied fleet 
commanded by Vice Admiral HenFy 
K, Hewitt of the United States 
navy, the 
Allies poured a great 
additional 
force into the beach­ 
heads with the objective of lopping 
off all southern Italy. 
• 
And, notw ithstanding the armis­

END OF THE AXIS 
Italy's unconditional surrender is the end of the 
Axis 
Germany continues the war alone in Europe, 
except for inconsequential 
help 
from its dimming 
third-pow er satellites. 
The end of the war Is m eas­ 
urably closer. 
In this country Italy's 
collapse 
was 
taken for 
granted when Mussolini's 
government 
was thrown 
out. The conclusion of the Italian people's distressing 
ex perience in the war merely was delayed. 
There Is no elation over Italy’s defeat—only ela­ 
tion over the lightening of the task being performed 
in the M editerranean by United Stales soldiers and 
their allies. 
Many lives will be saved on botli sides. 
As far as the continuing war with G erm any is 
concerned, there may be no immediate effect, due to 
withdrawal of the m ain German force in Italy into 
the north. 
Italy, 
itself, 
the Axis partner, now be­ 
comes Germ any's prisoner. The m eaning of the G er­ 
man invasion, which was carried out in the guise of 
assistance, is plain. 
Italy never was anything more 
than Germ any's tool in a war from which it stood to 
gain nothing of value. 
The repercussions inside 
Germany, 
when 
they 
occur, may be tremendous. 
Italy's surrender is the 
ccunteipart of B u'garia’x surrender in September 25 
years ago—the beginning of the disintegration of the 
Central Powers. One year ago a prediction that Italy 
would her out of the war in September, 1943, would 
have seemed unduly optimistic, but it has happened. 
There is some excuse for hoping that by the end of 
die jcur Germany may have repeated its collapse of 
the fall and early winter of 1918
